Claim 1. (Currently Amended) A method for downlink communication with a downhole 
tool having a mud-powered motor, comprising: 

receiving a sensor signal indicative of a rotational speed of a rotor in the mud-powered 
downhole motor; and 

interpreting the sensor signal at the downhole tool to derive a downlink signal. 

3. Claims 1-18 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims recite an 
apparatus and method for communicating a downlink signal to a downhole tool by using a sensor 
to make measurements indicative of the rotation speed of the rotor of a mud-powered motor and 
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using that signal at the downhole tool to derive the downlink signal. Such a combination is not 
taught or suggested by the prior art of record.
